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HISTORY OF THE CLASS OF ‘34 


HERE are two periods during the career of a high school student when he believes that 

a senior is perfect. One of these is when he is a sub-freshman. Then he is soon dis- 
illusioned. 'The other is when he himself is a senior, and this time several months of college 
life are often required to show the fallacy of his belief. 


When I look around upon the present sub-freshman class, I wonder if we were as stupid 
as they, when we were in this first period. I wonder if we asked the same foolish questions, 
if we evinced an inferiority complex to such a marked degree, if we held our hands still in 
fear of putting them in the wrong place. If we did, T pity what we must have been. But 
amid all this, there was one compensation: the new school building was as strange to any- 


one else as to us, who composed the first class that was to have its entire five-year career in 
Broughton High. 


As freshmen, our thoughts and ideas about high school began to crystalize. We chose as 
our officers: Dick Oliver and Willis Holding as president and vice president, Jack Upham 
as secretary, and Iris Blackwood as treasurer. What remaining sense of strangeness existed 


was counterbalanced by the fact that our principal was in one respect less of an old-timer 
than we. 


The sophomore class officers were Jimmy Little, Troy Ferguson, Carol Richardson, and Ruth 
England, president, vice president, secretary, and treasurer. Why spend time talking of 
ourselves as freshmen and sophomores when our activities were, at best, important only when 
compared with those of students still lower in the scale? But this was not for long. 


When we became juniors, we suddenly realized that more than half the student body 
were younger than we. We noticed that many pupils whom we barely recognized were 
calling us by name. We had previously been so entirely lost amid a mass of students older 
than ourselves, that we had hardly known who composed our class. Now we began to have 
more frequent class meetings, we began to know most of the members of our class, we began 
to feel among ourselves a keen sense of unity. We chose as our officers: Jimmy Little and 
Frank Harris as presidents, and Virginia Kennedy, Billy Pickett, and Addison Maupin as 
vice president, secretary, and treasurer. However, throughout most of the year, we still 
stood in awe of the seniors who were each day more eager to assert their superiority. This 
feeling continuously increased until at the Junior-Senior (which, with pirates, and hidden 


treasure, was one of the best ever given) we suddenly realized that we ourselves were about 
to become seniors. 


Seniors! And here the real story begins. With Frank Harris as president again, Bobby 
McInnis as vice president. and Billy Picket and Helen Crowder as secretary and treasurer, 
we had unequaled leadership. Due largely to the excellent work of members of our Senior 
Class, the first real newspaper ever printed by Broughton High became an outstanding success; 
and we here acknowledge with pleasure the cooperation of the Class of ’36 in this undertaking. 
“The Little Theater” brought the entire school to a more thorough realization of the im- 
portance of dramatics, and this organization represented the school admirably in the State 
Dramatics Contest. It may be said here that the 1934 senior play was unusually good, and 
unsurpassed by any that ever preceded. On account of the competent leadership and excellent 
example of the Class of ’34, the student body manifested a desire to codperate with the 
Student Council to a degree hitherto unattained. Our Council gave evidence of its high 
calibre by bringing back from the State Student Congress the third State president to come 
from Broughton High. The Class of ’34 was well represented in all fields of athletics, and 
was responsible, to a considerable degree, for Raleigh’s winning the State Boxing Champion- 
ship. There are many other accomplishments of members of our Senior Class that deserve 
individual recognition. But there is no time; I see from every side familiar figures closing in 
wpon ‘me—the! class’ of 985; and the time is soon to come when we shall no longer be “The 
Seniors,” but just another chapter in the history of dear old Broughton High.

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THE STUDENT COUNCIL 


HE Student Council this year branched out and included many school activities. For 

example, a school newspaper, The Hi-Times, was inaugurated. ‘This was sponsored by 
the Student Council although the responsibility of publishing it was taken over by one of 
the senior home-rooms. Also, radio programs were broadcast semi-monthly. ‘These programs 
were backed by the Council even though another of the senior activites had charge of the 
broadcasts. his illustrates the manner in which the Student Council is becoming more 
representative of the entire student body. 


The Student Council began the school year by giving the annual tea for the purpose of 
getting the new students acquainted. This social proved very successful under the leader- 
ship of Jeannette Bagwell, chairman of the Social Committee. 

Next the project for the year was selected, that of “Law and Order.’ On October 27 
and 28, Broughton High School sent the largest delegation of any school to the North 
Carolina State Student Council Congress in Winston-Salem and for the third time in five 
years brought home the President, this time Billy Poteat. 


The Institute of Government in Chapel Hill is making a survey of the Student Government 
of schools in the state. They asked the Raleigh High Schools to help make the survey of 
High School Student Government. Billy Poteat as State High School President was invited 
to be a member of the board of the Institute of government. He with the help of a com- 
mittee is working on a questionnaire to be sent to all High Schools in the State. 

The various leaders of the Council gave consistently splendid support in carrying out 
the program of “law and Order”; but, early in the Spring term, the device of a detention 
hall for punishment for various misdemeanors became necessary. ‘This method of punish- 
ment was vigorously backed by the Council and members of the Council, serving at various 
posts in the school, rendered invaluable aid. Also, amendments were added to the Con- 
stitution and many moves for the general betterment of school conditions were put into 
effect. 


Toward the end of the year most of the efforts of the Council were spent in developing a 
recreational program in the school that would meet the needs of all our students. When 
the work of the year is considered as a whole, the Council feels that it has had a very 
successful year.
